EDITOR'S NOTE: 


With this issue the Journal of the Chinese Language Teachers 
Association completes its thirteenth year. During that period 
the Journal has served as a much needed source of inspiration and 
scholarly discussion for the Chinese teaching field. The Journal's 
contributions have never been indexed. The present issue has been 
chosen as appropriate to carry an index to the full thirteen volumes 
not only because the accumulated contents are so extensive as to 
make issue-by-issue consulting of back numbers no longer practical, 
but equally as a tribute to those in the Association whose volunteered 
efforts have made the Journal a going and much appreciated enterprise. 
The first section of the Index which follows lists the names of the 
principal figures in the Journal's history. Among these people, 
particular mention should be made of Professors Adele Rickett and 
John DeFrancis, the Journal's two editors. 


Professor Rickett was the Journal's first editor and during the 
first three years of its publication led the Journal from an idea 
to an accomplished reality that regularly published scholarly articles 
and information of the field. During the past decade, Professor 
DeFrancis has brought the Journal to a position of international 
recognition and increased its scholarly content and eclecticism. 


Particular mention should also be made of Professor Winston 
L.Y. Yang, who not only has served in capacities on the editorial 
staff (Review Editor), but who has handled for so many years the

e-consuming task of overseeing production of the Journal. The 
Association's and the Jorunal's thanks are sincerely extended to 
Professor Yang and his colleagues at Seton Hall University. The 
Journal has been greatly assisted by the resources of Seton Hall 
and by the freely given energies of its faculty and staff. Without 
their assistance, J.C.L.T.A. could not have been provided to the 
membership in so fine a manner as it has been, nor so economically. 


The Index was commissioned from Caryn M. White at the University 
of Arizona and Acting Editorial Assistant for the Journal. During 
the period of preparing the Index, Ms. White was supported by a 
work-study grant from the University of Arizona. The Journal staff 
wishes to extend thanks for this support. 


Both the compiler and the Acting Editorial Staff are aware of 
their limitations, particularly as the publication of this issue 
marks their own initiation to editing. Recognizing that there will 
certainly be errors which will have been missed in preparation and 
in editing, we crave the indulgence of readers and ask that errors 
which are discovered be noted and sent to us for correction in the 
following issue of the Journal. We propose henceforth that an index to 

be published annually and assure readers that comments 

on the present Index will foster improvements in the future. 


Finally, we hope that this Index will be a contribution to 
discussions within the Association regarding the direction of the 
Journal. An index certainly says nothing about where a publication 
should be pointed, but it says a good deal about the direction that 
publication has gone in the past. Without arguing for what should
